Witerary Antelligence, 
From the London Publishers’ Circular, Nor, 2, 1857, 

Ve have frequently had cause to remark in our recent publications on the 
paucity of announcements, as if cur publishers were almost asleep: such is 
certainly not the case at present, Seldom, we believe, has there been so ex- 
tensive a bill of fare, for the ensuing wister laid before the reading publie: 
still, from the completely miscellaneous character of the lists, it is not easy 
to classify the books announced; and we are compelled to present them to 
the attention of our readers in pretty much the same want of order as they 
come to us, 

Amongst the more important works published since our last number may 
be mentioned—Rice’s Tiger-shooting in India, with colored illustrations ; 
Miss Brewster's Letters from Nice and Cannes; the Fifth and Sixth Volumes 
of Foss’s Judges of England; the Life of Banim, the Irish Novelist ; the Fifth 
Volume of Walpole’s Letters; the First Volume of Aristotle's Ethies, by 
Grant; Thorndale, or the Conflict of Opinions, by Willias Smith; Graham 
on English style: Mulder’s Chemistry of Wine; Mrs. Mathews's 'Tea-Table 
Talk, 2 vols.; The Ruling Passion, 3 vols.; Mauleverer’s Divoree, 3 vols.; 
Seymour and his Friends, 3 vols.; The Rival Kings, 1 vol. ; Riverston, by G. 
M. Craik, 3 vols. ; three different translations of Freytag’s Debtor and Credi- 
tor; Almost, or Crooked Ways, by Anna Lisle; Swabey’s Law of Divorce; 
The Uidden Power; and Osburn’s Religions of the World.

J. Munsett has published a very beautiful volume, small 4to., containing 
Commissary Wilson’s Orderly Book, late in the possession of Frederic De 
Peyster, Esq., and contributed by his grandson, J. Watts De Veyster, Esq., 
at whose and the publisher’s expense the work has been printed. This 
« Expedition of the British and Provincial Army, under Major General Jef- 
frey Amherst, against Ticonderoga and Crown Point, 1749,” is a manifestly 
important contribution to colonial history. It is preceded by an interesting 
Introduction and has many valuable annotations. In point of typography 
this volume, like many others from the same press, is unexceptionable, dis- 
playing a rare combination of taste in design, and neatness and accuracy of 
mechanical execution. Only one hundred copies have been printed. 

Lixpsay & Braxiston publish a second edition of the “ Family and Ship 
Medicine-Chest Companion,” a ‘“ Compendium of Domestic Medicine,” ete., 
ete., by Francis Gurney Smith, M.D, The design and character of the work 
will be best communicated by the Publishers’ Preface which we extract. 
« The original design of the Publishers was to offer to the Public a reprint of 
Savory’s Compendium of Domestic Medicine. Upon examination, however, 
it was found to contain much that was deemed unimportant, while it was 
deficient in other matters which would render it useful to sea captains aud 
owners of plantations. It was determined, therefore, to cull from it and 
several other works of a like character and equal reputation, such material 
as would make a reliable companion to the family and sea medicine chest. 
With this object they have selected the matter from the following sources, 
viz. : Savory’s Compendium of Domestic Medicine ; Dinneford and Earland’s 
Medicine Directory; Coxe’s Conipanion to the Sea Medicine Chest; House- 
hold Surgery, or Hints on Emergencies, by J. F. South; ‘the Management of 
the Sick-room, by A. T. Thomson, M.D. ; The Maternal Management of Chil- 
dren, by Thomas Bull, M.D., and the Pocket Formulary, by lienry Beasely. 
In many places the source of the indebtedness has been acknowledged in the 
body of the work; in others it was impossible to do so; the Publishers 
therefore make their acknowledgment in this place. The object of the work, 
thus compiled, is to afford assistance to those who are removed froin Medical 
or Surgical aid, but in no way to delegate the treatment and eare of the sick 
to the inexperienced, when other assistance can be obtained; let not its ob- 
ject, therefore, be misunderstood. The descriptions of disease and medicines 
are made as plain and intelligible as possible; but, to aid those who are 
ignorant of medical terms, a short glossary of the most common is appended 
to the work.”

Fowrer & We ts favor us with No. 111 of their “Tand Books for Home 
Improvement.” It is entitled “How to Behave: a Pocket Manual of Re- 
publican Etiquette, and Guide to Correct Personal Habits.” The Preface 
says: “This is an honest and earnest little book, if it has no other merit: 
and has been prepared expressly for the use of the young people of our 
great Republic, whom it is designed to aid in becoming, what we are con- 
vineed they all desire to be, true American ladies and gentlemen. Desiring 
to make our readers something better than mere imitators of foreign manners, 
often based on social conditions radically ditferent from our own—something 
better than imitators of any manners, in fact, we have dwelt at greater 
length and with far more emphasis upon general principles, than upon 
special observances, though the latter have their place in our work. It has 
been our first object to impress upon their minds the fact, that good man- 
ners and good morals rést upon the same basis, and that justice aud benevo- 
lence can no more be satisfied without the one than without the other. As 
in the other numbers of this series of Hand-Books, so in this, we have aimed 
at usefulness rather than originality ; but our plan being radically different 
from that of most other manuals of etiquette, we have been able to avail 
ourself to only a very limited extent of the labors of others, exeept in the 
matter of mere conventional forms. Sensible of the imperfections of our 
work, but hoping that it will do some acceptable service in the cause of 
good manners, and aid, in a humble way, in the building up of a traly 
American and republican school of politeness, we now submit it, with great 
deference, to a discerning public. 
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A. S. Barnes & Co. have got out No 4 of their “ National Series,” “The 
National Fourth Reader,” by Richard G. Parker, A. M 9 and J. Madison 
Watson, who observes: “ The opportunities presented in this volume for the 
practice of all the characteristies of a good reader are many and important, 
and the selections themselves, made as they are from so great a number of 
authors whose works are well known and highly estimated, while they sub- 
serve the purpose for which they have been arranged, eannot fail to inform 
the understanding, improve the taste, and cultivate the heart, In Part 
First, the important pi inciples of Ortheépy aid lo ution are comprehensively 
and systematically arranged, and accompanied by copious and lucid exam- 
ples, illustrating their use and application, In Part Second, while the exer- 
cises in reading have been graded in a systematic manner, presenting the 
simplest pieces first in order, it will also be found that a strict classitication 
has been preserved with regard to the nature of the subjects. Many of the 
pieces have never before appeared in any reading books; and, in most of 
those which are not entirely new, some new feature will be found to give 
freshness and peeulisr adaptation. It has been our especial aim, while in- 
troducing a great variety of the choicest literature of the English language 
into this work, to reject such pieces as, from the nature of their subjects, 
would not be understood by the pupils for whom the book has been prepared, 
Great pains have been taken to indicate the pronunciation of all words liable 
to be mispronounce 1, where they oceur; and in notes, placed for convenience 
at the bottom of cach page, will be found full explanations of difficult or un- 
common words, not only by their appropriate synonyms, but, wherever 
necessary, by an extended paraphr: Biographical sketches of noted per- 
sons Whose names occur in the reading exercises, and explanations of classical 
allusions, are also given in the notes. It remains to be stated, that, while 
this volume appears as a constituent member of a series, it has been so ar- 
ranged that it may be profitably used either in connection with the members 
ofits own family, by itself, or with any other series of reading-books.

PREFACE. 

The Story of Aaron Burr’s strange, eventiul life, which must possess interest for the 
American people always, | attempt to tell, because no one else has teld it, 

Few men have been more written about than he; but, generally, by partisans, oppo- 
nents, or enemics. The life of Burr, by the late Mr. M L. Davis, as it contains a great 
number of Colonel Burr's letters, and many documents respecting him and his doings in 
the world, has a value of its own, which publications like the present can not diminish. 
But the story of the man’s life is not to be extracted from those volumes, for the simple 
reason that it is not contained in them. One may read Mr. Davis's work, and Burr's 
European Diary, and the Report of his Trial tor Treason, making in all more than three 
thousand octavo pages, and still be utterly unable to decide what manner of man he was, 
and what, in the great crisis of his life, he either did or meant to do. I can confidently 
appeal to any one who has gone through those six ponderous volumes, to confirm the as- 
sertion, that they leave Aaron Burr, at last, to the consideration of the reader, a batiing 
enigma! 

To have condensed the information contained in those thousands of pages into asingle 
volume of convenient size and price, would have been itself a justitiable work. Much more 
than that has been done. ‘To complete my intormatioa, I have resorted to the following 
additional sources: 

First, the Literature of the period, and, particularly the Memoirs and Letters of public 
characters, who were the rivals and associates of Burr. The correspondence of Jefferson 
Hamilton, and John Adams has, of course, been of the most essential service, : 

Secondly, the newspapers of Burr's day, Great numbers of these are preserved, 
among other priceless treasures, in the library of the New York Historical Society, for 
access to which | am indebted to Mr. Moore, the obliging librarian of that institution. 

Thirdly, Aaron Burr himself. 

I never saw Aaron Burr, though in my early childhood I have played marbles before 
his door, and looked with curiosity upon the old-fashioned dull brass knocker that bore 
his neme; having vaguely heard that some terrible old man, whom nobody would speak 
to, lived there all alone, The information that I have derived from Burr himself comes to 
me through his surviving friends and connections, 

So superior is spoken to writteu language, that a few hours’ close conversation with 
people who were really intimate with Colonel Burr, threw just the needed light upon hia 
character and conduct, which ransacked libraries had fuiled to shed. But for such conver- 
cations, | should never have understood the man nor his career. During the last three 
years, | have been in the habit of conversing familiarly wilh many of those who associated 
with him during the last twenty or thirty years of his lite, receiving at every interview 
some addition to my stock of anecdote and reminiscence. Burr had a remarkable memory, 
and, with persons whom he liked and trusted, was fond of conversing upon the events of 
his career; the whole story of which, at one time and another, he told them many times 
over With all his faults, he was never given to self-vindication. He was one ot thore 
men who naturally make themselves out to be worse than they are, rather than better. He 
told the ancedotes ot his life merely as anecdotes, The impression which they made upon 
those who heard them was such, that many of his stories they still relate in the very words 
he used, and with imitations of the look and gesture that accompanied each phrase. Burr's 
own view of the leading transactions of his life has thus been imparted to me, 

Neither of my informants knew what any other of them had told me, or would tell me, 
The general concurrence, as well of the facts they gave, as of the opinions they entertained 
of the man, and their feelings toward him, was remarkable. The discordance and contra- 
dictions begin only when the inner circle of those who ‘now is lett, and the outer one of 
those who hava heard, is entered. To Burr's surviving friends, then, 1 chiefly owe it that 
1 have been able to extricate his story trom the falsehoods in which it was embedded, 

Others, whose acquaintance with him was slight and accidental, and some who merely 
saw him in public situations, have also given me interesting information. The patient 
courtesy of many distinguished gentlemen to a stranger who could never make the slight- 
est return of their kindness, greatly enhanced the obligation which they conferred, 

Such are the sources from which the following narrative has been derived. All of 
them have been used—none followed, 

It may occur to some readers, that the good in Burr is too conspicuously displayed, or 
his faults too lightly touched, in this volume. To such | desire to say that, in my opimon, 
it is the good in aman who goes astray, that ought most to alarm and warn his tellow- 
men. To suppress the good qualities and deeds of a Burr is only less immoral than to sup- 
press the faults ofa Washington, In either case, the practical ute of the Example is lost, 
Who can hope to imitate a perfect character? Who fears that he shall ever resemble an 
unredeemed villain ? 

3esides, Aaron Burr has had hard measure at the hands of his countrymen. By men 
far beneath him, even in moral respects, he has been most cruelly and basely belied. Let 
the truth of his marvellous history be told at last. If, here and there, my natural and just 
indignation at the unworthy treatment to which his name has been subjected, has biased 
me slightly in his favor, the error, I trust, will not be thought unpardonable, Aaron Burr 
was no argel; he was nodevil; he was a man, and a—tilibuster. 

The period during which Burr was a public man is the most interesting in the history 
of the United States, alter the Revolution. It was then that Old Things in this country 
really passed away. Then arose the conquering Democratic Party, Then America be- 
came America. Weare still only reaping what was sown in those twelve years, and syall 
for a very long time to come. Nothing considerable has occurred in American politics 
since the election of Jefferson and Burr in 1800—though one or two considerable things 
have been gallantly attempted.
